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Friends say farewell 
to ‘beautiful’ Olivia

TRIBUTES have been 
placed at the scene of a 
crash in which an 18- 
year-old woman died. 

Olivia Mills died when 
her car smashed into a tree 
beside the B1085 Dane Hill 
Road at Kennett on Friday. 

Now friends have pinned her 
picture to the tree and placed 
flowers and other tributes, in¬ 
cluding a packet of crisps and a 
bottle of fizzy orange. 

The tributes included a card 
from Tony and Bridget, saying: 
“Darling Olivia, you are beautiful 
inside and out. Words cannot 
express how sorry we are. God 
Bless You.” 

Another says: “Dearest Liv you 
are always in our hearts. We miss 
you so much. Nothing can des¬ 
cribe how we feel about you. All 
our love Giles, Em and Charl¬ 
otte.” 

A further tribute just says: “In 
R hearts 4 eva. Love Lockey.” 

Miss Mills lived at Forest End, 
Kennett, less than a mile from the 
scene of the crash. She worked as 
a promotions organiser and had 
done some modelling with the 
Mildenhall Fen Tigers speedway 
team. 

A photograph displayed on the 
tree shows her in a Fen Tigers 
speedway rider’s leathers. 

Her parents were too upset to 
comment when contacted by the 
Weekly News. 

Cambridgeshire police are 
continuing an investigation into 
the collision, which happened 


shortly before 8am on Friday. 

Miss Mills’ Ford Fiesta was the 
only vehicle involved in the 
collision. 

An inquest into her death was 
due to be formally opened and 
adjourned yesterday. 

William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, 
has been told she died from head 
injuries and other multiple 
injuries in the crash. The inquest 
was being adjourned for a full 
hearing at a later date.

■ A memorial service was held 
on Tuesday for an American 
serviceman killed in an A14 pile- 
up last week. 

Senior Airman Stephen Walk¬ 
er, 23, was a member of 100th 
Aircraft Maintenance Squadron 
at the Mildenhall base where he 
had been stationed since last 
August. 

He is thought to have been 
standing by his white Nissan car, 
which had stopped in the road, 
when there was a collision with a 
lorry. 

Three other lorries and a car 
became involved in the crash 
which happened at around 4am 


on Wednesday, September 26. 

The eastbound carriageway of 
the road was blocked for more 
than eight hours. 

A service was held at the 
neighbouring Lakenheath US Air 
Force base’s chapel. 

Col Eden Murrie, commander 
of Mildenhall’s 100th Air Re¬ 
fuelling Wing, said: “The Air 
Force is a close-knit family, and 
the loss of one of our own affects 
all of us. 

“A tragedy of this type is felt by 
each and every member, but we 
will pull together through this. 
Our heartfelt condolences go out 
to the family members of Senior 
Airman Walker.”

Council boost for 
reusable carriers 


A CAMPAIGN to convince 
shoppers to stop using 
plastic carrier bags has been 
given a £1,000 boost. 

Newmarket’s deputy mayor, 
Coun Chris Turner, who is leading 
the campaign, convinced fellow 
members of the town council to 
give the cash to help produce 
reusable bags. 

He told the council that money 
would be “matched funding” for 
£1,000 in commercial sponsorship 
he has been promised towards 
producing the bags. 

In addition, the council agreed 
that he could make an application 
for lottery funding. 

Coun Turner launched the 
campaign in April with the aim of 
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following the example of the Devon 
town of Modbury, where plastic 
carrier bags have been banned to 
curb environmental damage and 
danger to wildlife. 

He told the council, which has 
already agreed to a token donation 
of £75 towards the campaign, that 
the aim was to move away from a 
total ban on plastic bags towards 
encouraging shoppers to use “long¬ 
life” bags. 

He said the reusable bags could 
support a “shop locally” scheme, 
which is being run by local traders. 

Coun Turner said the town 
council had voted unanimously in 


June to support the campaign but 
“very little” had happened since 
then, apart from the town’s 
Waitrose store giving away 6,000 
branded “bags for life”. 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
said: “I’m against funding bags. It’s 
not for us as a town council, it’s for 
the traders to do, although I agree 
it’s a very good cause.” 

But Coun Mick Jefferys said the 
council should agree to financial 
support now rather than waiting 
for its budget to be agreed next 
April. 

He said: “To wait until April for 
further funding will lose the 
impetus of the campaign.” 

The council voted by a majority 
to give up to £1,000 towards the 
campaign. 


Three arrests 
in drug raids 

TWO men and a woman 
have been questioned by 
police investigating the 
discovery of drug 
“farms” set up in 
houses near Newmarket 
and in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

They are the latest 
people to be arrested 
following police raids on 
houses, including one in 
Red Lodge and one in 
Worlington, in July 
Officers discovered 
hundreds of cannabis 
plants growing inside 
the houses as well as 
elaborate equipment to 
provide light and water 
for the plants. 

Two Vietnamese men 
have already been jailed 
after admitting illegal 
drug cultivation. 

Now two men, aged 28 
and 26, and a woman 
aged 22, all from the 
London area, have been 
arrested and questioned 
by detectives. All three 
have been released on 
bail until November 15 
when they are due to 
return to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Station.

Hazel Rolfe, club 
secretary, said: “We 
want to thank all those 
who attended the event 
and helped to raise this 
grand amount. Special 
thanks also to the 
widow of a motorcyclist 
whose generous 
anonymous donation 
helped us to top £1,000.”

Petition for ‘residents 


only’ parking scheme 


NEARLY 100 people have signed a 
petition calling for a residents’ 
parking permit scheme in their 
streets. 

People living in Rous Road and Lisburn 
Road, just off Newmarket High Street, are 
campaigning for the scheme after parking 
problems worsened following the intro¬ 
duction of charges at the town’s main car 
parks 18 months ago. 

They have asked councillors to think again 
after a previous bid to bring in residents’ 
parking permits was shelved due to a poor 
response from people living in the area. 

Samantha Morris and Mark West, and their 
neighbours in Rous Road, Steve Greenall and 
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his wife, have canvassed other people living 
in the street and adjoining Lisburn Road to 
gain support for the campaign. 

Now they have submitted their petition to 
Coun Bill Sadler, chairman of Suffolk County 
Council and one of Newmarket’s represent¬ 
atives on the county council, as well as Forest 
Heath district councillors, MP Richard 
Spring and council officials. 

They have called for “reasonably priced” 
permits to be issued for residents to park in 
the street or in the nearby public car park 
behind the TK Maxx store. 

They also suggest that businesses whose 


employees park in the street should also have 
to pay for parking during working hours via a 
permit scheme. 

Coun Robin Millar, who represents the 
town’s All Saints ward on the district council, 
said: “When the county council consulted 
about this 18 months ago, unfortunately not 
everybody bothered to reply. 

“But we have got to think again. However, 
we don’t have the space for everyone who 
wants to park in these streets where most of 
the houses do not have off-road parking. We 
have got to be realistic.” 

He added that residents could not expect 
that a permit scheme would allow them to 
“reserve” spaces outside their homes while 
they were out.

NEARLY 100 pupils at an 
award-winning village primary 
school took part in a fun run as 
part of a healthy schools week. 

Youngsters at Burrough Green 
School raced around the school 
grounds to show off their 
fitness. They were trying to 
complete as many laps as 
possible in half an hour. 

Alison Brewin, the school’s 
spokeswoman, said: “Last year 
we had a sponsored run. But 
this year it was just for fun.” 

The primary, which earlier this 
year won two healthy school 
awards, also invited guest 
speakers from Peace 
International and the Marie 
Curie cancer charity to talk to 
pupils during the week. 

The school also celebrated 
harvest festival as part of the 
week. 


US bases to lose 500 military personnel 


MORE than 500 military per¬ 
sonnel are set to leave the 
American air bases at Milden- 
hall and Lakenheath as part of a 
“force restructuring”. 

The US Air Force’s special 
operations group at Mildenhall, 
which flies helicopters and 
modified Hercules transport 
planes in undercover missions, 
is also set to leave by the end of 
the year. 

There are currently around 
5,000 US military personnel at 
the Mildenhall base and 5,700 at 
Lakenheath where about 2,000 
British and American civilians 
are employed. 

The cuts in military forces 


were revealed during a public 
inquiry into plans for up to 440 
new homes for USAF families. 

Forest Heath District Council 
rejected Elveden Properties’ 
plans for the homes on more 
than 160 acres of farmland 
south of the Lakenheath base 
because, it says, there is no 
proof that the homes were 
needed by the American Air 
Force. 

Now the property company 
has appealed against the coun¬ 
cil’s decision and planning 
inspector Charles Hoile is con¬ 
sidering the case at a two-day 
public inquiry being staged at 
the council offices in Milden¬ 


hall. He will give his decision at 
a later date. 

Details of the 5 per cent force 
cuts were given by Mark Flood, 
a planning consultant for the 
council. He said information 
from a senior RAF officer 
showed the US Air Force was 
intending to reduce personnel 
by 374 at Lakenheath and by 195 
at Mildenhall in the next two 
years. There were also proposals 
for the special operations group 
to leave Mildenhall by the end of 
this year. 

The USAF has indicated that 
its preferred housing contractor 
is the Cambridge-based Ashwell 
group which has been planning 


to build hundreds of new homes 
on land west of Mildenhall - 
between the town and the base. 

Ashwell has yet to submit an 
application for planning per¬ 
mission, but Suffolk County 
Council, which owns much of 
the land where the homes could 
be built, has indicated support 
for the scheme. 

Elveden Properties is arguing 
that its plans to build on the 
land near Lakenheath would 
provide homes needed by the 
American forces. 

But Ministry of Defence and 
US officials have said that no 
more new homes are needed in 
the area for military personnel.

Monster pumpkins pull crowds 


POLICE have said 
there are no plans to 
close a town’s police 
station - despite 
fears expressed by 
the Mayor. 

Coun Bill Burch, Mayor 
of Newmarket, has said 
he is worried that 
proposals to cut the 
opening hours at the front 
desk of the town’s police 
station could be the “thin 
end of the wedge” 
towards completely 
closing the station. 

But Sergeant Jo 
Garrard, who heads the 
town’s two safer 
neighbourhood teams, 
has denied that there is 
any threat to the future of 
the station in Vicarage 
Road. 

She told a town council 
meeting: “The message 
from Chief Inspector 
Stuart Sedgewick, the 
district commander, is 
that there is absolutely no 
intention whatsoever of 
withdrawing any presence 
from Newmarket. 

“In fact, we are looking 
at expanding the number 
of operating bases here so 
that we are strategically 
placed around the town.” 

She told the meeting 
that Newmarket was set 
to be allocated three 
additional police officers 
from October 8, to boost 
its strength. 

She said: “I understand 
where your concern 
comes from and I’m sure 
you are right to make 
your feelings known to 
the people who decide 
these things.” 
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Suffolk Police Authority 
has put plans for a further 
cut in opening hours at 
police stations on hold 
following protests. 

A further report is due 
to be considered by the 
authority - possibly at its 
November meeting. 

The station’s current 
opening hours are 9am- 
5pm Monday to Friday 
and 10am-4pm on Sunday. 

Coun Burch said he 
remained very “untrust¬ 
ing” about the police 
authority’s intentions. 

He said: “Newmarket is 
being demeaned. This is 
the most well-known town 
in East Anglia - and 
probably the country - yet 
it is coming second to 
Mildenhall in terms of 
police station hours. I fear 
this could be the thin end 
of the wedge.” 

The police authority has 
had a report that police 
telephone operators are 
having to deal with “angry 
and dissatisfied” people 
who have complained at 
finding police stations 
closed when they expected 
that someone would be 
available to deal with their 
inquiry. 

Coun Burch has also 
complained that he had 
difficulty getting hold of 
Newmarket’s police 
inspector when travellers 
tried to set up a camp on 
the town’s green, The 
Severals, for a second 
time last month. 


GIANTS of the vegetable 
world were on show at East 
Anglia’s only pumpkin fair. 

The 33rd annual Soham 
Pumpkin Fair drew the 
crowds on Saturday. It was 
also the second year of the 
D T Brown National 
Pumpkin Championship, 
with the nation’s finest 
specimens on show.

might hollow out for 
Hallowe’en - the ones on 
show at Soham are the real 
thing. The national 
championship is open only 
to growers who produce a 
pumpkin heavier than 
1981b. 

But they will always 
struggle to equal the 
heaviest pumpkin ever 
grown. The Guinness Book 
of Records marks that 


down as the 1,4691b beast 
presented by Larry 
Checkon at the 
Pennsylvania Giant 
Pumpkin Growers’ 
Association weigh-off on 
October 1,2005. 

Crowds at the Soham 
event, which has raised 
over £30,000 for local 
charities since it started in 
1974, also enjoyed a 
classic car exhibition. 


Conservation area 

A VILLAGE is set to get a conservation 
area to protect its historic buildings. 
East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
strategic development committee heard 
an update on progress with 
Haddenham’s conservation area. 
Members agreed that the plans should 
go forward for public consultation. 
Council officers said the parish council 
would be given the opportunity to 
comment on the scheme soon.

THREE major proj¬ 
ects to upgrade the 
racehorse gallops at 
Newmarket will bring 
the Jockey Club’s 
spending on improve¬ 
ments this year to 
more than £1.5 mill¬ 
ion. 

And to celebrate the fact 
that four out of five classic 
race winners this year 
were trained in Newmarket 
owners, trainers and jock¬ 
eys have been invited to a 
special dinner later this 
month by the Jockey Club. 

Around 2,500 horses are 
trained on the 2,800 acres 
of land around the town 
which is maintained by 
Jockey Club Estates, a 
company owned by Jockey 
Club members. 

This year the town has 
produced 1,237 winning 
horses up to October 1 - 
which is 62 more than the 
same period last year. 

Work is already under¬ 
way on the 10 Vz furlong 
gallop known as the Side 
Hill Woodchip. This gallop

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Extra hours for 
popular venue 


A NIGHTCLUB has been 
allowed to stay open until 
3.30am - despite concerns 
about disturbance to 
residents and street 
violence. 

Innocence in Newmarket 
High Street has been granted 
extended opening hours after 
the police reached an agreem¬ 
ent with the owners. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
as licensing authority, has 
allowed the extension of hours 
with “activities” at the club 
finishing at 3am. 

The club, which has been 
operating since July, was 
previously on a 2am licence. 

Innocence took over what was 
the previous Club M premises 
which had been closed for two 
years. 

Residents and councillors 
were concerned that the 
opening of the new club 
would cause more trouble in 
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the streets during the early 
hours. 

Newmarket’s other nightclub, 
De Niro’s, which has a total 
capacity of 1,500, is allowed to 
stay open until 4am. 

Neil Vollenhoven, the district 
council’s licensing manager, 
confirmed that the extension 
had been approved after 
agreement was reached with 
the police. 

A 28-day consultation period 
about the proposed extension 
expired earlier this week. 

He said the proposed change 
of hours had been advertised in 
a local paper and a notice had 
been displayed on the club 
building. 

But Coun Robin Millar, a 
former mayor of Newmarket 
and district councillor for the 
town’s All Saints ward, said he 


was disappointed that the 
extension had been granted. 

“This is not the first time that 
the police have failed to make 
an intervention when they were 
needed,” he said. 

“There is a limitation in the 
licensing laws which means 
that district council officers’ 
hands are tied. Only ‘respons¬ 
ible authorities’ like the police 
can object to these applications. 

“Residents and even coun¬ 
cillors don’t appear to have that 
power. It’s very frustrating. 

“No-one objects to people 
having some fun and a good 
night out. But that’s no reason 
for Newmarket to become a 
centre of gravity that attracts 
clubbers and party-goers from 
all over the region on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday nights.” 

No-one was available for 
comment from Suffolk police or 
the club.

It has carried out 27 speed 
checks and issued 20 cautions 
and three fixed penalty tickets. It 
is involved in stopping the illegal 
use of heath land at Red Lodge 
by motorcyclists and tracking 
graffiti vandals in Red Lodge.

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New schools 
not on cards 


NO NEW secondary schools 
are planned for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in the next 18 
years, despite the district 
being one of the fastest- 
growing in the East of Eng¬ 
land. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s draft core strategy for 
growth up to 2025 says new primary 
schools will be needed, but that 
existing secondary schools can be 
expanded on-site. 

Some members of the council’s 
strategic development committee 
believe a new secondary school 
must be built to prevent existing 
village and community colleges 
turning into huge “urban-style” 
schools, and called for a new sixth- 
form college to cut the number of 
youngsters commuting to Camb¬ 
ridge. 

The core strategy will go out for 
public consultation before bec¬ 
oming part of the Local Dev¬ 
elopment Framework. 

A recent study for the East of 
England Development Agency 
predicted that East Cambridgeshire 
will be one of the fastest-growing 
areas in the East of England, with a 
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50 per cent increase in jobs and a 
28.5 per cent population increase to 
102,400 by 2031. 

In the district, Ely’s Lantern 
Primary School opened in 2004 to 
cope with population growth. But 
Littleport has no secondary school 
and the City of Ely Community 
College offers East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s only provision for sixth- 
form students. 

Coun Mike Rouse, a member of 
the strategic development comm¬ 
ittee, said: “There is only so much 
some of our rural comprehensives 
can grow before they become like 
an urban comprehensive.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “We contin¬ 
uously look at demographic and 
social trends, and this does not 
suggest a need for a new secondary 
school in East Cambridgeshire in 
the near or medium-term future. 

“However, our forecasts are re¬ 
viewed regularly, and if the sit¬ 
uation were to change, we would 
reconsider our plans.”

No charges for 
club’s manager 

A PROSECUTION against a nightclub 
manager has been dropped. 

Nathan Brown faced a charge of 
using unlicensed staff for security 
duties at De Niro’s in Newmarket. 

Brown, 27, of Highclere Close, New¬ 
market, indicated that he was in¬ 
tending to deny the offence when he 
appeared before magistrates in 
Mildenhall in July. 

A date had been set for a trial before 
magistrates at Sudbury. But the court 
was told that the charge had been 
withdrawn. 

Brown had been accused of breach¬ 
ing the Private Security Industry Act 
2001 between December 14 last year 
and January 19. 

The charge is understood to relate to 
the use of glass collectors at the club 
to search customers. 

A spokeswoman for the Crown 
Prosecution Service said it had been 
decided that it was not in the public 
interest to proceed with the case. 

Terry Lake, the club owner, told the 
Weekly News on the phone from 
Florida, where he has other business 
interests: “There was no substance in 
the charge and we were awarded full 
costs. I shall now be making a formal 
complaint against the police. 

“They said the club was a crime hot 
spot. But we get the blame for incidents 
at every pub, burger van and even 
domestic violence in the area.”

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‘New hope’ in fight 
over charity’s flats 


A RACEHORSE trainer 
opposing plans to create 
flats for homeless young¬ 
sters has won support 
from district councillors. 

Brian McMath objected to 
proposals by Newmarket’s 
Open Door charity to convert 
offices next to his stables into 
flats. 

He told Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee 
that he already suffered dist¬ 
urbance from tenants of neigh¬ 
bouring flats run by the char¬ 
ity, and that valuable race¬ 
horses had been frightened by 
incidents in which crockery 
was thrown into the yard and 
onto the stable roof. 

The charity, which has 
former Beirut hostage Terry 
Waite as its patron, has said 
there is a need for more acc¬ 
ommodation for young people 
from the age of 16. 

The plans, if approved, will 
turn the building, in New¬ 
market High Street, into six 
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flats for young people who are 
capable of living with less 
supervision. 

Open Door, started 10 years 
ago by local churches, has 
already converted three neigh¬ 
bouring houses into flats for 
youngsters. 

The committee indicated by 
a majority vote that it was 
“minded” to refuse planning 
permission - despite recomm¬ 
endations from planning 
officers that the scheme was 
acceptable. 

A report by Dave Beighton, a 
council planning officer, said 
the disturbance caused by 
current tenants of Open Door 
flats and its effect on neigh¬ 
bours was not significant 
enough to justify refusal of 
planning permission. 

“If matters of anti-social 
behaviour arise then it is for 
other legislation to control - 
such as that available to the 


police or environmental ser¬ 
vices,” he said. 

He suggested that if perm¬ 
ission was granted there 
should be a ban on amplified 
music being played by the 
residents between 11pm and 
7.30am, and a written manage¬ 
ment plan agreed with the 
council. 

Mr McMath, who has been 
training from his rented 
Stockbridge stables for five 
years, said: “The committee’s 
decision gives me some hope. 

“There was more trouble last 
Friday at 1.30am when there 
was loud noise as if someone 
was breaking something up. 
The police were called.” 

He said he had discussed the 
issues with John Durrant, 
general manager of Open Door. 

“If this goes ahead the flats 
will be just 10ft from my back 
door,” he said. 

The issue will be reconsid¬ 
ered at next month’s planning 
committee meeting.

The world record for the longest 
indoor bar is held by the Beer 
Barrel Saloon, in Ohio, USA, with 


a length of 405 feet. But no title 
currently exists for an outside 
bar.

a new record.

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Megatruck 
fears over 
EU ruling

MASSIVE trucks are 
set to cause further 
chaos on the A14. 

The A14, a major freight 
artery from Felixstowe, 
Britain’s largest container 
port, would be swamped by 
supertrucks, as EU bureau¬ 
crats gear up to allow the 
enormous 60-84 tonne, 25.5- 
30 metre lorries on 
Britain’s roads. 

In considering a report 
on freight logistics across 
the EU, MEPs in Strasbourg 
accepted provisions which 
stated that 60-tonne trucks 
could be allowed to cross 
EU borders only with the 
agreement of the country 
concerned - and where 
roads and other infrastruc¬ 
ture allowed. 

The decision has kick- 
started future relaxation of 
the maximum size rules, 
which currently limit 
trans-European freight 
trucks’ weight to 40 tonnes. 

Andrew Lansley, MP for 
South Cambridgeshire, 
said: “Proposals of this 
kind raise serious concerns

not only for safety but on 
the impact on our infra¬ 
structure. 

“Of course, Britain wants 
to be open to Europe as far 
as possible but this is a 
practical issue. We in the 
UK have underinvested in 
roads compared to other 
countries in the EU.” 

Caroline Lucas, Green 
MEP for South East Eng¬ 
land, said: “While it’s imp¬ 
ortant that the EU est¬ 
ablishes minimum stand¬ 
ards of efficiency and 
sustainability for Europe’s 
logistics, there can be no 
role for monster trucks 
thundering up and down 
our roads, guzzling fuel, 
damaging infrastructure as 
they do so. 

“We felt the clause about 
60-tonne trucks opened the 
door to their use on 
Europe’s roads in future - 
and therefore demanded it 
be voted upon separately. I 
am somewhat surprised 


and deeply disappointed my 
colleagues in other parties 
wanted to support the intro¬ 
duction of these monster 
trucks in their regions: it 
marks a real missed oppor¬ 
tunity to make a statement 
about the role of the EU in 
shifting freight off the 
roads - and on to our 
railways.” 

The biggest lorries all¬ 
owed on UK roads are 44 
tonnes and 16.5 metres 
long. They are involved in 
22 per cent of fatal crashes, 
but only account for 7 per 
cent of road traffic. 

Freight on Rail Campaig¬ 
ner Philippa Edmunds said: 


“If these trucks are allowed 
on the A14, the consequ¬ 
ences of a collision could be 
horrendous. 

“We are facing the threat 
of Government allowing 
longer and heavier lorries, 
which are best described as 
road trains. Rail freight is a 
low carbon alternative 
which alleviates road 
congestion yet rail freight 
movements could be halved 
over the next few years if 
the Government allows 
these monstrosities on to 
our roads. 

“Supporters of the trucks 
claim they will be rest¬ 
ricted to motorways, dual 


carriageways and major 
roads, but there is no 
mechanism available to 
keep them to this and the 
type of road has not been 
fully clarified. 

“The reality is that these 
vehicles will need local 
access to distribution hubs 
which would not be on 
motorways and dual car¬ 
riageways, but on roads 
which are totally unsuited 
to vehicles of this scale.” 

John Bridge, the chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, believes the huge 
trucks could reduce traffic 
on the road.

Coun Shona Johnstone, 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil leader, said: “Heart and 
Ride is the latest initiative to 
be delivered by Park and Ride 
and we would like to encour¬ 
age as many people as possible 
to hop on one of the new buses 
in central Cambridge during 
early October for a quick 
health check.” 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach in the 
city, said: “Stagecoach is 
really proud of the new Park 
and Ride buses, they were 
designed with customers in 
mind, as the last survey 
showed customers felt low 
emissions should be the most 
important feature of new 
buses.” 

The Heart and Ride bus will 
be at Cambridge Retail Park, 
Newmarket Road today from 
10am to 2pm.

A TOTAL of 37 camer¬ 
as would be sited in 
Cambridge to enforce 
the proposed congest¬ 
ion charge, it has been 
revealed. 

A ring of 15 cameras 
would surround the city to 
record vehicles crossing the 
congestion zone boundary A 
further 22 would be sited 
within the cordon - with 
some on residential streets. 

In addition, mobile detect¬ 
ion vehicles would patrol the 
city streets to ensure veh¬ 
icles are detected. 

At a presentation to 
councillors last month, the 
locations for potentially 
intrusive gantries from 
which cameras would point 
in both directions were 
identified. 

But Cambridgeshire Cou¬ 
nty Council leader Shona 
Johnstone said the locations 
were “indicative” only and 
that the introduction of a 
congestion charge scheme 
was dependent on public 
consultation on the prop¬ 
osals and Government fund¬ 
ing. 

The council is proposing a 
charge which would operate 
both into and out of the city 
from 7.30am to 9.30am and 
cost motorists between £3 
and £5 a day 



Cameras located on the 
boundary would be on the 
A1307 Huntingdon Road, 
Girton Road, B1049 Cam¬ 
bridge Road, Milton Road, 
Ditton Lane, Newmarket 
Road, Airport Way, Yarrow 
Road, Cherry Hinton, 
Fulbourn Road, Limekiln 
Road, A1307 Babraham 
Road, Trumpington High 
Street, Coton Road, A603 
Barton Road and Madingley 
Road. 

Within that cordon are a 
further 22 proposed sites on 
major roads such as Cherry 
Hinton Road, Hills Road, 
Histon Road and Coldham’s 
Lane. But some sites would 
be on roads more resid¬ 
ential in character, such as 
Chesterton High Street and 
Grange Road, Newnham, 


which is used as a rat-run. 

Coun Johnstone said: 
“These locations would be 
indicative of what we might 
do if we went ahead with 
the scheme. We are such a 
long way off with details. 

“Any congestion charge 
scheme would be dependent 
on significant funding from 
Government. We have a 
long way to go and it 
depends on the public’s 
reaction.” 

The Government has said 
it will make £500 million 
available to Cambridge for 
transport improvements but 
only if the congestion 
charge scheme is adopted. 

But Coun Lewis Herbert, 
Labour group leader on 
Cambridge City Council,

said the existence of a map 
with proposed camera 
locations meant congestion 
charging was likely to occur. 

He said: “It’s further 
evidence that the county 
council has got some kind of 
done deal. They have a 
detailed scheme.” 

He has criticised the 
county council for pursuing 
a “dash for cash” and not 
providing the city council 
with details of the options. 

And Coun Sian Reid, the 
city council’s executive 
member for climate change 
and growth, said: “I am 
firmly of the opinion that 
information should be put 
in the public domain and I 
am asking the county 
council to put it in the 


public domain.” 

At a recent meeting 
hosted by the Cambridge¬ 
shire Chambers of Comm¬ 
erce, Coun Shona John¬ 
stone and deputy chief 
executive Brian Smith 
committed to extensive 
consultations with local 
businesses over the plans. 

But Nick Clarke, chair¬ 
man of Cambridge’s Feder¬ 
ation of Small Businesses, 
said: “Saying £500 million 
would only be available 
with an inclusion of con¬ 
gestion charge to me 
sounds like bribery I think 
if Cambridge needs that 
infrastructure it should get 
it.” 

A full consultation on the 
proposed charging scheme 
is due to start this month. 

A spokeswoman for the 
county council said: “These 
maps were produced to give 
an indication of where 
detection points could be if 
the council decided to move 
forward with a charging 
scheme and as we have said 
a number of times, no deci¬ 
sion to introduce congest¬ 
ion charging has been 
made.” 

She also said the council 
was planning to submit an 
outline proposal to the Gov¬ 
ernment for £500 million of 
funding to pay for trans¬ 
port improvements but 
stressed that it “did not 
equate to a decision on 
congestion charging”. 


Demand for a 
public inquiry 

CAMBRIDGE councillors are 
demanding a public inquiry on 
congestion charging. 

Labour and the Liberal Democrats 
on Cambridge City Council have 
put politics aside and called for 
Cambridgeshire County Council to 
delay putting in a formal bid to the 
Government until a transport plan 
for the city has been produced and 
a public inquiry has been held. 

City councillors also want a joint 
forum between the county, city 
and South Cambridgeshire district 
councils to be set up to consider a 
transport plan. 

Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which deals with transport issues, 
is proposing to charge drivers 
between £3 and £5 to drive in 
Cambridge between 7.30am and 
9.30am. The charge would apply 
to residents as well as commuters. 
Cambridge City Council want to 
know what the other options are 
and give the public the opportunity 
to hear all the arguments before 
proposals go further. 

Coun Lewis Herbert, Labour group 
leader, said: “It isn’t good enough 
to have one option put in front of 
the public or the council. 

“There is £500,000 sitting in a 
piggy bank for public consultation 
and what better way to spend it 
than by having a public inquiry.” 
Coun John Durrant, Labour, said: 
“We are making a critical decision 
which perhaps we will be unable to 
change in 10 years’ time.” 
Cambridge City Council wants the 
options judged against a series of 
issues including their impact on 
C02 emissions, congestion, and 
the financial impact on residents 
and non-residents.

NEWCASTLE’S most 
angular indie rockers, 
Maximo Park, return to the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange 
on Sunday.

INTEREST in green wheels 
is soaring as 1.3 million 
motorists in the East of 
England are prepared to 
splash out more than £700 
million on environmentally 
friendly vehicles, according 
to a new report. 

The figures released this week 
by EDF Energy highlight a 
growing desire among motorists 
in the East of 
England to reduce 
their carbon foot¬ 
print. However, 
despite their will¬ 
ingness to splash 
the cash, the 
majority of drivers 
in the East of 
England (91 per 
cent) feel they 
don’t know enough 
about greener 
alternatives such 
as Electric 

Vehicles (EVs), to 
be able to make the 
purchase. A 
staggering 89 per 
cent of those sur¬ 
veyed couldn’t 
name a model of 
EV and 79 per cent 
wouldn’t know 
where they would 
recharge one.

In light of the 
research findings 
EDF Energy has 
joined forces with 
Elektromotive, 
manufacturers of 
recharging bays 
for EVs. The 
partnership is 
committed to 
providing 250 
Elektrobay 
recharging 
systems to local 
councils 
throughout the UK 
by March, 2008. 

The resulting aim 
of the scheme is to 
make EVs more 
user-friendly and 
help people reduce 
their carbon 
footprint. 

Councils who 
have committed to 
installing charging 
posts include 
Sheffield Borough 
Council, Islington 
Borough Council, 

Camden Council 


and Lambeth Council. 

Peter Thorn, head of innovation 
and partnerships at EDF Energy, 
comments: “The research shows 
that drivers are increasingly 
demanding transport options that 
don’t have such a detrimental 
effect on the world we live in.” 

With 75 per cent of motorists 
polled saying they would like their 
local council to help them reduce 
their car’s C02 emissions, EDF 
Energy’s funding initiative is just 


one way councillors can respond 
to the needs of their residents. 

Meanwhile a poll conducted by 
YouGov says that 90 per cent of 
drivers believe cars cause climate 
change. 

And 87 per cent of drivers now 
believe that car emissions have a 
direct affect on global warming, 
with only seven per cent of males 
and two per cent of women 
denying the link between cars and 
climate change, according to the 


nationwide survey. 

The You Gov survey revealed 
that 78 per cent of drivers 
surveyed say that they would be 
more inclined to drive lower 
emission vehicles if the govern¬ 
ment offered greater financial 
incentives to buy environmentally 
friendly cars. A staggering 83 per 
cent of 18-34 year olds surveyed 
agreed that they would drive 
greener cars if more financial 
rewards were in place.
